In the afternoon he endeavored to cover 
again the territory which he had gone over 
in the morning and in addition visited other 
polling places. 

He declared that eight or ten men accom- 
panied him on his trips, and that they, too, 
were furnished with slips and instructed how 
to vote. In the afternoon, he said, he re- 
ceived only 50 cents for each ballot. 

To a final question as to how many baliots 
he cast during the entire day the witness 
replied that he had voted not less than forty 
times, and perhaps more than that. — 
| Vote 100 Times Each. 

Joseph Coyle and Harry Stringer testified 
to repeating om election day, Coyle swore 
that he voted in the neighborhood of 100 
times, and Stringer admitting that he cast 
at least 100 votes.

TRAINMEN VOTE A STRIKE 


BROTHERHOOD MEMBERS GIVE 
OFFICERS POWER TO AOT. 


‘Pennsylvania Brakemen Object to Do- 
ing Firemen’s Work and Conference 
with Road Officials Brings No Satis- 
factory Results and Is Declared 02 

Indefinitely—On No Other System 
Are Members of Crew Called Upon to 
Perform These Dutics. 


Phil , Pa., Jan. 18.—W. G. Lee, vice 
grand master of the Brotherhood of Train- 
men, stated today that 96 per cent of the 
12,000 members of the union had voted to give 
the. grievance committée authority to call a 
strike of the trainmen employed: by the 
Pennsylvania railroad company, if neces- 
sary, to secure the repeal of the company's 


sory. This is the 
trainmen. 
Mr. Lee informed Mr. Atterbury that non- 
order men, who for various redsons, such as 
time of service and injuries, are prevented 
from being members of the union, were also 
permitted to vote, and only sixty-four ex- 
pressed opposition to a strike. Should a 
strike be declared by the board tomorrow, it 
will affect freight brakemen, yardmen, bag- 
gagemen, and some freight conductors on the 
lines east of Pittsburg and Erie. 


Further Conference Is Useless. 

After a conference today General Man- 
W. W. Atterbury of the Pennsylvania 
road company and the board of adjust- 
ment of the Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men separated without having reached an 
agreement. W. G. Lee, who represents the 
grand lodge and is acting in conjunction with 
the board, informed Mr. Atterbury that he 

regarded any further conferences useless. 


Same Demand from No Other Road. 

Mr. Lee in stating the trainmen’s side of 
the case said: 

“No other railroad company in fhis coun- 
try or Ganada has ever asked a brakeman to 
fire a locomotive. On all other lines firemen 
and brakemen are carried in separate lists. 


they be kept in separate classes. 

“The whole trouble originated fn the lay- 
ing off of a forward brakeman of each crew 
by the Pennsylvania railroad some 
months ago. Before that time the 
company’s. freight crews generally con- 
sisted of one more brakeman than 
the /number carried by other railroads. 
When that was the case the trainmen made 
no objection to the practice of the front 
brakeman assisting the figeman, but when 
the extra brakeman Was taken off the men 
raised serious objection to it. 


Brakemen Exposed to Colds. 

“The objéction is largely due to the fact 
that the brakemen dress to withstand cold 
weather and when they are compelled to al- 
ternately fire and brake they subject them- 
selves to the risk of contracting pneumonia 
or, at the least, heavy colds, 

“Why should a fireman on a Pennsylvania 
railroad locomotive of the same tonnage as 


that fired by firemen fn other roads and 


hauling an equal number of cars for prac- 
tically the same distances, and over prac- 
tically the same grades, require the help of 
@ brakeman, an assistance not given by 
brakemen on other roads? 

“If the fifemen on certain divisions of the 
Pennsylvania system require assistance it 
is a matter that they should settle with the 
company. Brakemen have nothing to do with 
the problem.” 

Road’s Position Is Given. 

General Manager Atterbury made a state- 
ment tonight that company would not re- 
quire brakemen to fire except on certain 
divisions when, firemen need assistance, and 
only between specified points tn these di- 
visions; that the brakemen between these 
points and for the time thus employed 
will be paid firemen's Wages, but not in ad- 
dition to the brakeman’s rate of pay; that 
during the time thus employed the brakemen 
will not be required to perform a brake- 

an’s duties; that this time will be credited 

brakemen who elect to become perma- 
nent firemen. 

The general manager eaid he . believed 
many of the trainmen did not understand 
the situation, the truth of which had been 
kept from them, he said, by the officers of 
the brotherhood. 

The trainmen had been made aware of 
this feature of the proposition, and because 
the increase in pay was so small refused to 
consider that it affected the question at 
issue. 

A delegation of members of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen is here to seek 
redress for grievances against the Pennsy!- 
vania road. It is not believed their action 
will result in a sympathetic strike with the 
trainmen, should the latter strike, which is 
not believed.

Mrs. Henry Shapiro Is at Presbyterian 
Hespital Watching Beside Her 
Three Pound Baby and Physicians 
Believe She Will Enable Them to 

Save It—Houschola Duties Occupy 
Attention of Man So He Cannot At~ 
tend te His Bubiness.

Henry Shapiro was the picture of dejection 
as he sat in his little room at. 78 Barber 
street yesterday vainly trying to arrange 
the clothing around his 11 months old baby. 
For fifteen minutes he struggied with clum- 
sy fingers, trying to pin the garméntes in place. 
and in the end he was forced to-yell for help. 


“The poor darling!” cried Mrs. Pusateri, | 
rushing into the room fn answemto.thecall of } 


the distracted father. . Seizing the struggling 
infant “in her arms, she occupied exactly 
one minute and thirty-five seconds in pin- 
ning the clothing neatly in place, and peace 
was restored.

‘Murder of Miss Scha fer, Schoolmistress, 
- ¥ear Ago Said to Have Been by Men 


ing-Told of It—Cititens and Police

Some Time. 


Bedford, Ind.. Jan. 18.—[Spectal.]—Frank 
Evans and William Elmer Browning were 
arrested shortly after noon today on war- 
rants charging them with the murder of 
Miss Sarah Schafer on the night of Jan. 21 
last year.. They were not taken directly to 
jail, but were put through a sweating process 
for an hour or more without result: 

The arrest of the mren, which has been 
| talked about more or less for the last three 
weeks, was considered by most people to be 
a sort of joke. It is due to the story of 
“ Dude "’ Cook, the divorced wife of Brown- 
ing. She asserted that he made a confession 
to her in: which he said that he and Evans 
killed Miss Schafer. 

According to the story t by Mrs. Cook 
as coming from Browning, which will have 
to be backed by good, strong evidence to give 
it much force, the two men had planned the 
attack on Miss Schafer the night before, but 
one of them falled to arrive on time and it 
was postponed until the following night, 
when they were both at the alley as Miss 
fchafer came along. Browning struck her 
on.the head and stunned her, and Evans 
carried her to the cab shed. There, it is 
gaid, he struck Miss Schafer with a stone and

Tells How Bottle Was Lost.. 
The two then took a drink, and Pwans 
threw the bottle into the alley. This wasthe 
bottle found next morning, and which came 
from Hall & Dorsey’s.

instructions to burn them.. But he gave them

Among the clothing, it is said, is the shirt 
Evans wore on the night of the murder, in 
one cuff of which is a button correspo 
to the one reported found in the alley a day 
or two after the murder. : 
This is, in substance, the story told by 
Mrs. Cook who has an unsavory reputation. 


Evans Was Formerly 

Evans’ name has figured more or less in the 
ease from the start. He was up before the 
investigating committee, which found no evi- 
dence to hold him. 8. B. Lowe, who was the 
most active member of the committee, direct- 
ty after the acquittal of Jim McDonald, was 
asked about the Evans clew. He said the 
committee and Detective Reed had thorough- 
ly investigated and were sat.sfied beyond all 
doubt that he was not guilty. 

The arrest this afternoon caused little ex- 
citement. The people of Bedford are anxious 
that the man who murdered Miss Schafer 
should be punished, but there are many who 
will have to have convincing evidence that 
| the real murderer is not now serving sen- 
tence for another crime. They do not place 
much evidence in Mrs. Cook's story. 


_. Story Known for Some Time. 

Both men declare they are innocent. Six 
or eight weeks ago Mrs. Cook and Browning 
were examined by Mayor Smith tn connec- 
tion with this story. Both denied it and 
were discharged. . 

Bob Owens, a local detective, who knew of 
Mrs. Cook’s story, told Mayor Smith recently 
that he had been asked to get a pair of 
Browning's trousers and smear blood and 
mud on them and hide them in a certain 
place. He had refused, and would have no 
more to do with the case. . 


Prosecuting Attorney Is Surprised.

His object was to 
etudy law, and his highest ambition was to 
become a sedate judge “ who might drink 
his Madeira, crack a legal joke before a help- 
less court, and die in the odor of sanctity.” 
‘Fortune was to play strange tricks with the 
pair. Johnson's play, when put on by Gar- 
rick at Drury Lene, wasto prove @ most pon- 
derous, solemn, dismal fissile. The mercurial 
“ Davy,” meantime, was to desert his strict 
mistress, the law, and mildly scandalize his 
old master by becoming, almost at one leap, 
the first actor of his or any age. 


“Davy” @id not pay his devotions to the 
£1,000 left him by an uncle at Lisbon. But
